“The Algerian Government 
will mobilize all available re- 
sources in order to secure genu- 
ine independence within the 
framework of unity of she peo 
ple and territorial integrity,” he 
said. 


“It is also always ready to re- 
sume negotiations with the 
French Government to the ex- 
tent that that Government is 
prepared to place a _ positive 
construction on the necessary 
decolonization.” 


Ben Khedda’s speech came as 
conference leaders prepared. a 
save-the-peace appeal to the 
United States and Russia for a 
Co't War and nuclear truce. 

Ben Khedda, who replaced 
Ferhat Abbas only a week ago 
with a purported new “tough 
line” with the French on: 
Algeria, said he was gratified by 
the new recognition of his 
Government by Afghanistan.

Reported Normal

K’chev Ready

ME (AP)—Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev has told 
Italy in a new note that he is 
prepared to examine Western 
proposals on the time and place 
for East-West talks, the Italian 
news agency Ansa said Sunday. 


Ansa said it learned from re- 
liable Foreign Ministry sources 
that Italian Premier Amintore 
Fanfani had passed the Khrush- 
chev message along to the U.S., 
British, French and West Ger- 
man governments. 


This was the second note Fan- 
fani had received fronmr Moscow 
in 11 days. Khrushchev re- 
portedly expressed in the first 
message his willingness to nego- 
tiate major differences with the 
West. 

Fanfani sent his reply just 
two days ago. Texts of the two 
Khrushchev messages have not 
been made public, nor has Fan- 
fani’s reply to the original 
note. 


Ansa said in its brief article 
that Khrushchev told Fanfani 
in his new note he was “dispos- 
ed to examine Western pro- 
posals without any prejudice.” 

The first note of Aug. 24 re- 
portedly contained Khrush- 
chev’s comments on talks he 
held in Moscow with Fanfani in 
early August. That note had 
been described by Ansa as leng- 
thy and important in content. 

The Italian Government was 
said last week to have been an- 
noyed over Western disregard of 
its counsel on the Berlin prob- 
lem. Sources said Fanfani felt 
that the present critical stage 
of events in the divided German 
city could, have been avoided 
if Italy's advice, based on in- 
formation Fanfani had collected 
during his visit to the Krem- 
lin, had been heeded by the 
Western Allies. 
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Three-Way Accord 
Put Forward in 
Joint Declaration 


HYANNIS PORT, Mass. 
(AP)—The United States 
and Britain called on Rus- 
sia Sunday to agree to a 
three-power ban on atmos- 
pheric nuclear tests that 
could produce deadly fall- 
out.

Both countries declared they 
are prepared to rely upon exist- 
ing methods of detection “and 
are not suggesting additional 
controls.” In addition, the 
statement said the United States 
and Great Britain reaffirm 
their “serious desire” to con- 
clude a nuclear test ban treaty 
applicable to all forme of test- 
ing. 
Their two governments, Ken- 
nedy and Macmillan said, “re- 
gret that the Soviet Govern- 
ment has blocked such agree- 
merit. @ . 

The joint declaration proposed 
to Soviet Premier Nikita 5. 
Khrushchev that. the United 
States, Britain and Russia 
“Agree, effective immediately, 
not to conduct nuclear tests 
which take place in the atmos-

Grasses Useful to Fight 
Erosion, Building Roads 


that o of the most effective 
ways of fighting the devastation 
of soil erosion is to plant rough 
grasses, capable of surviving un- 
der poor conditions, which bind 
together and preserve what is 


left of the soil, 
. A recent technical r of 
he British Road Résearch 
Laboratory describes how the 
Jesson is being applied in radi- 
cally new contexts in the con- 
struction of roads and airfields 
in many parts of the world 
where reinforced concrete may 
be too expensive to lay.

Animal Talk

A reminder to all foreign re 
sidents. Sept. 30 is the expira- 
tion date the current rabies 
vaccination period in Japan. 

As of Oct. 1 another vaccina- 
tion is required and new tags 
and/ certificates will be issued 
at your local ward health office. 
T vaccination period will 
1962 
Cats by Japanese law are not 
required to be rabies vaccinated 

(though they should be!). 

The minimum age which a 
dog must be for the rabies vac- 
cination. is three months. 

Security Force .members in 
Japan living on military bases 
are required to have their dogs, 
cats and monkeys vaccinated by 
military veterinarians at Army, 
Navy and Air Force veterinary 
dispensaries. 

hose ‘animals not less than 
two months and not more than 
six months of age will receive 
a half<ose of rabies vaccine. 
Then six months later they will 
receive the full dose which is 
good for one year. 

Upon receiving the first and 
subsequent injections your ani- 
mals will then be registered 
with the local provost marshal 
in compliance with current re- 
gulations. If the animal is to 
be transferred to the United 
States the vaccination must be 
completed within six months, 
but not earlier than one month 
before departure. 

For those military members 
whose homes are in off-base 
areas, it is advisable to register 
him or her with the local Japa- 
nese ward health office. 

For your family’s protection 
and for your pets’ health be 
sure to comply with the rabies 
control law. Remember, there 
is no cure for rabies! 

Inquiries as to the care of 
your pets will be answered if 
the question is accompanied by 
a stamped, self-addressed en- 
velope and mailed to Dr. A.

U.S. Instruments 
Bought by Japan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Commerce Department reported 
Sunday that Japan was the sec- 
ond largest customer for U.S. 
manufactured scientific and in- 
dustrial instruments. 

The department said that last 


year Japan bought $18,100,000 


worth of these instruments 
compared to $16,300,000 in 1958 
and $15,900,000 in 1959. Only 
Canada ranked higher as a buy- 
er of these goods. 

The report also said Japan 
Was becoming. an important 
producer of these instruments 
but would not be able to sup- 
ply its own needs for some 
time.

Despite the August sag, how- 
ever, business on the stock ex- 
change in booming 1961 was 
still far ahead of the previous 
year. 


The volume of business re- 
ported in August was HK$51,- 
624,095, bringing the total turn- 
over since January to HK$28,- 
361,192 and the total turnover 
for 1960 of HK$875,775,613. 


Hongkong banks sold for 370 
Aug. 31, a 10-point drop over 
the previous week and a 14- 
point drop for the month. 

Other losers were Taikoo 
Docks, from 71 to 68 for the 
month, Providents from 32% to 
30, Hongkong Hotels from 44%

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An Appeal to Khrushchev 


Faced with Moscow’s unilateral resumption of nuclear 
tests, U.S. President Kennedy and British Prime Minister 
Macmillan have proposed to Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
that their three Governments agree, effective immediately, 
not to conduct nuclear tests which take place in the 


atmosphere and produce radioactive fallout. 
Khrushchev to cable his immediate acceptance of 


Mr. 


They urge 


this offer and his promise to stop further atmospheric tests. 


It is suggested that the representatives of the three 
nations at Geneva, where the abortive nuclear test ban 
talks have been held, should meet not later than September 
9 to record such agreement and report it to the United 


Nations. 


The proposal seems an eminently sensible one; indeed, 
it is about the only practical Suggestion that could seem- 
ingly be made under the prevailing circumstances, 


The explosion in the Semipalatinsk area last Friday 
seems to have been in the intermediate range and we 
wonder why the Soviet Government should have thought 
such a test necessary: The suspicion that it was motivated 
by a desire to frighten, together with talk about super- 


bombs, 


the Western powers

Khrushchev's demands over Berlin and the East German 
Communist regime tends thus to be confirmed. 

The first obvious reaction to Moscow's resumptions 
of the tests in the United States and Britain was naturally 


one of “we can do the same;”

Nikita . Khrushchev, having 
persuaded himself that war in 
the nuclear age would bring 
ruin to all the combatants en- 


gaged, has resolved to seek 
fundamental change by per- 
petuating ideological conflicts 
and economic warfare. To sur- 


pass the economic potential of 
the U.S.A. is the immediate 
task and Russia feels that she 
can achieve it. It is calculated 
that through the combined ef- 
fect of outstanding perform- 
ances in rocketry and through 
progressive advances in indus- 
trial production, scheduled and 
achieved in the centrally 
planned economies, the many 
uncommitted territories of the 
world—and of course there are 
a number of them in the Com- 
monwealth—w il! inevitably 
gravitate toward the Soviet 
way of thinking. 

Khrushchev also believes that 
economic warfare is the best 
way of exposing the inner con- 
tradictions of capitalism. He 
may also discover that conflict 
of this nature may transform 
communism and wreck Marxist- 
Leninist philosophy. 

Soviet and U.S. Aid 


In 1958, the turnover of East- 
West trade totaled about $6,500 
million, representing only about 
35 per cent of Free World 
trade, and has continued to re- 
main relatively insignificant in 
global pattern, although parti- 
cular arrangements with coun- 
tries abroad have tended to be 
highlighted due to their novelty 
and incidence. 


Aid from the Communist bloc 
has also proved disappointing. 
The British Prime Minister in- 
dicated in the House of Com- 
mons, in June last year, that 
“atthe moment Western aid is 
about 20 times ws great as the 
comparable effort of the Sino 
Soviet bloc.” In 1959, about 
£350 million was promised, but 
as in previous years a large 
part of it has not materialized. 
On the other hand, the contri- 
bution of the U.S.A. has been 
immense and substantial sums 
have been contributed by Brit- 
ain and France, in particuviar. 


One may care to speculate 
what would have been the ef- 
fect on the U.S. economy if the 
funds which have been di: ected 
abroad for the rehabilitation of 
Europe and Japan, and the 
growth of the underdeveloped 
territories were used to retool 
and expand U.S. potential or 
were channelled solely into the 
territories of Central and South 
America, which are closelv as- 
sociated’ under the concept of 
the Monroe Doctrine. 


Neglected Sector 


It is well known that the 
spectacular Russiac achieve- 
ments in rocketry. have not 


been paralleled in the domestic 
economy. In fact, 'iving stand- 
ards in the USSR in no way 
approximate those in the 
United States. 


This is commonly regarded 
as a neglected sector, and, what 
is ironic, should the Soviet bloc 
attempt to rival capitalism in 
this sphere, it might be 
compelled to adopt capitalistic 
methods, including competition 
and freedom of the choice to 
stimulate the domestic market 
and engender variety, leading 
inevitably over a term of years 
to a complete metamorphosis of

or of any geographic group in 
particular. 
Coal Primary Fuel 

The U.S.A. is roughly a third 
the size of the USSR geographi- 
cally. Populationwise over 208 
million people are distributed 
more heavily in the west than 
in the east of Russia, although 
the hinterlands are being devel- 


oped. U.S. population totals 
some 174 million. The Amer- 
ican west has already been 


tamed and the U.S.A. has grown 
into both a Pacific and Atlantic 
power. This can hardly be 
saiti of the USSR, which still 
has to reconcile its aims and 
aspirations with those of the 
Chinese. 


While coal and lignite are the 
primary fuels in the USSR, oil 
and natural gas hgid the lead- 
ing positions in the States. 
Thus,-coal produced in Russia 
in 1958 totaled 353 million tons 
compared with 380 million tons 
in U.S.A. On the other hand, 
Russian oil production was 113 
million tons compared with 331 
million tons in the U.S.A., but 
it advanced to 147 million tons 
in 1960 and cccording to the 
current program should ap- 
proximate 240 million tons by 
1965. 

US. Sounder 

With the discovery of oll and 
natural gas Russia is intending 
to incline away from _ solid 
fuels. While Russia own: no 
oll and natural gas concessions 
abroad, U.S. investment in the 
Middie East and Venezuela, to 
mention only two areas, is very 
substantial, and these reserves 
are available as marketing re- 
quiremerits demand. The U.S.A. 
must therefore be judged in the 
context of its immense invest- 
ments abroad, not merely upon 
the potentialities of the 
states associated in the Union. 


Steel production of the U.S.A. 
reached 99 million short tons 
in 1960, operating at 67 r 
cent capacity. In the USSR 
the comparable figure was 65 
million metric tons. It is al- 
ways worth repambering that 
the U.S. indusf{y normally has 
a substantial margin of spare 
capacity and that production 
can be quickly geared up to 
adjust itself to the require- 
ments of the market.. Sources 
of ore are abundant if local 
and foreign sources are inciud- 
ed. On the other hand, Russia 
relies primarily on indigenous 
resources which are thought to 
be substantial. Technologically 
speaking there is little that the 
Russians can teach the West in 
metallurgy, and structurally the 
industry of the West, and for 
this purpose in the U.S.A., is 
infinitely sounder than that be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. 


Long Way From Goal 


Although the Soviet Union is 
reaching self-sufficiency in non- 
ferrous metal production .the 
satellite countries are as yet a 
long way -off from this pros- 
pect. Soviet production of cop- 
per reached 435,000 tons in 


U.S.-British Bid 


U.S. President Kennedy and 


. British Prime Minister Macmil- 


lan called on Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev to agree to con- 
clude an agreement immediately 
halting nuclear testing in the 
atmesphere with the. purpose 
of protecting mankind from 
threats of atmospheric con- 
tamination by atomic fallout 
and relaxing international 
tensions. The U.S.-British pro- 
posal may not be complete 
since it does not refer to ex- 
plosions out of the atmosphere 
ahd under the ground. But it 
is more constructive and 
significant than just leaving the 
present state of affairs as it is 
and inviting all-out nuclear test 
competition.

On the other hand, 
U.K. and Western chemical 
manufacturers may take pride 
in the lead their industries 
have secured over their coun- 
terparts in the USSR. Further, 
the plight of the Russian farm- 
er raises a doubt on the cor- 
rectness of Soviet priorities and 
over-all efficiency. After all, 
about half the labor force is 
engaged in agriculture’ com- 
pared with only about 12.5 per 
cent in the U.S. It is worth re- 
calling that according to the 
head of the Soviet Central Ad- 
ministration for Statistics labor 
efficiency in Soviet agriculture 
is only 30 percent compared 
withthe U.S.A. The target for 
1965 ts only 50 per cent accord- 
ing to contemporary forecasts. 


Planners Decide 


Under Public Law 480 the 
U.S.A. provides farm products 
for many of the underdevel- 
oped territories abroad. Russia 
is scarcely in a position to vict- 
ual its own and associated peo- 
pies. The scarcity of these 
items in Moscow today, accom- 
panied by -rising prices, casts a 
long shadow over the compre- 
hensiveness and efficacy of 
Soviet techniques. The preemi- 
nence of Russian scientists in 
rocketry, however, requires 
further examination. A rigid, 
centralized system, focusing :ts 
resources on key industry is 
probably able to surpass cer- 
tain Western targets within a 
given measure of time, out the 
question is whether the ‘momen- 
tum can be maintained. 


Doubtless, countries in Africa 
and Asia have been impressed 
at the recent Russian pertorm- 
ances but it is doubiful wheth- 
er the developing states will be 
-willing to accept the Russian 
centrally-planned economy and 
political model as wortn copy- 
ing since it has fundamental 
weakness. Its ruthless prenc 
cupation with state priorities, 
its indifference both ‘*o religion 
and freedoin, scarcely atone for 
material achievements im linut 
ed fields. The emphasis of in 
vestment in the States is calcu- 
lated to give the puoiic what 
it wants. In the ‘Soviet the 
planners decide what tne pub- 
lic should have, regardless cf 
contemporary conditions and 
general amenities, ani make 
comparison less odious through 
denying its existence. 


Lower Labor Efficiency 


Labor efficiency in Soviet in 
dustry is 40 per cent compared 
to that in the United States. 
Another comparison has been 
offered by Dr. Rolf Wagenfubr, 
of Heidelberg University, who 
estimates that Russian produc- 
tion in 1959 was only 57 per 
cent of that in the U.S. 


Nevertheless, Khrushchev 
says: “Today our task is to tip 
the scales in world production 
in favor of the Socialist system 
against the capitalist system, to 
surpass the most advanced cap! 
talist countries in labor pro:duc- 
tivity and output per “head of 
population, and to attain’ the 
world’s highest living § stand- 
ards.” This presupposes *on- 
parison with contemporary fig- 
ures, for it is assumed that 
the U.S. will make little eco- 
nomic progress during the next 
decade or so. The decadence 
of the capitalist world is an old 
Marxist theme which the Com- 
munists have accepted as one 
of the first articles of their 
faith. They. failed, however, to 
recognize the possibility that 
they may be wrong. 


Few Share Benefits 


Nobody will suggest that the 
USSR is not a great industria! 
State, but many will continue 
to resent the diligent efforts of 
her administrators to under- 
mine the progress of the West- 
ern world. What remains in- 
is that few have 
shared the. benefits of the Sovi- 
et industrial advance and still 
fewer the assistance of Russian 
funds. -Sedition ha; been sedu- 
lously exported and scarcely a 
trouble spot appears abroad 
anywhere without the USSR be- 
ing in some way associated 
with it. Soviet aspirations are 
too .closely linked with propa- 
ganda to be treated seriously. 
The trouble today is that it is 
enough for some simply to say 
for others to believe, and to be- 
lieve implicitly. 


It is the craving for the spec- 
tacular that may. cause the 
uninitiated to hold their ‘breath 
in awe, but’ it will neither 
eradicate famine, nor diminish 
disease and poverty, which agi- 
tate the planet upon which we 


live.

> Shrine Wedding 


In Japan the wedding cere- 
mony is usually held at 
the house of the groom's 
parents. In some districts, how- 
ever, it has been customary to 
hold it at the residence of the 
bride's family. 

The wedding rite 
simple, anc. the 
marriage is sol- 
emnized by the 
rite of drinking 
cups of sake or 
rice wine by 
the bride and 
groom, with the 
attendance of 
only their par- 
erits and go-be- F77 
tweens who ar- “i # 
ranged the ma- if 3 
trimonial agreement between 
the two families. 

In the Japanese wedding or 
marriage, there is no religious 
feature from the very beginning. 

But in old days, and even 
today in rural districts, the wed- 
ding ceremony is understood to 
possess a great deal of commu- 
nity significance. Thus to the 
banquet announcing the mar- 
riage, held immediately after 
the wedding rite, are invited not 
only the members and relatives 
of the two families, but also 
friends and neighbors. The 
banquet, therefore, often, conti- 
nues for several days. 


quite 


Furthermore, in_ provincial 
communities, it is still cus- 
tomary for all friends and 


neighbors to assist in preparing 
and serving the wedding ban- 
quet. 

Thus a marriage has been 
considered ¥lso as a community 
affair. But aince the latter part 
of Meiji Era, new styles of a 
wedding rite, to which religious 
signifcance has been given, 
were introduced. 

The so-called shrine wedding 
firgt appeared in Tokyo ih 1900. 
It was held at the Daijingu 
Shrine, the Tokyo branch of the 
Ise Shrine. It was then located 
across the street from the pre- 
sent entrance to the new build- 
ing of the Imperial Hotel, at 
Hibiva. The shrine later moved 
to lida-machi, and then to the 
present site at Fujimicho, Chi- 
yoda Ward. 

The church wedding which 
was held by Japanese Christians 
in rapidly increasing numbers 
in the Meiji Era seems to be 
the forerunner of the wedding 
service with Shinto rite. Soon, 
shrine weddings gained popular- 
itv, and many shrines in big 
cities set up facilities for con- 
ducting the wedding service. 
Buddhist temples then also fol- 
lowed the example. 

Later, socalled wedding 
halls, where the Shinto wedding 
rite is held, with facilities for 
wedding banquets and dress- 
ing rooms for brides, were 
established.

Sept. 5, 1951 

SAN FRANCISCO—The stage 
was set for the history-making 
opening of the Japanese Peace 
Treaty Conference with delega- 
tions from 52 nations registered 
at San Francisco hotels to par- 
ticipate in the event.

NEW YORK (UPI)—The New

ministrative and budgetary re- 
forms had a lot to do with the 
oppositior. to him, but they had 
inspired badly needed confi- 
dence in the Brazilian economy, 
and several hundred milion 
dollars were made available, on 
the strength of them, in the 
United States and Europe. This 
aid is now jeopardized. 


“Even if Mr. Goulart makes 
himself acceptable to the broad 
mass of Brazilians, he does not 
have his predecessor’s ability or 
flair. He will hardly have an 
easy time picking up the pieces 
Mr. Quadros left so irresponsibly 
behind him.” 


‘Insanity Fair’ 


NEW DELHI (AP). —. The 
Times of India described the 
Soviet decision to resume nu- 
clear testing as “Insanity Fair.” 


“Moscow has dealt a severe 
blow to the cause of peace. The 
crisis is in a way more ominous 
than the current crisis over 
Berlin. For it will generate a 
new wave of hysteria and in- 
tensify the cold war on every 
issue. 

“The Soviet Government 
must be out of ‘ts mind if it 
thinks the new test series will 
cow down the Western powers 
and give it an edge over them 
in any future negotiations. 

“The most frightful part of 
the Soviet decision is the con- 
tempt it implies for world opin- 
ion. 


Kennedy’s\Problem 


YORK (UPT)—The 
New York rald Tribune said 
President Kennedy would have 
soon to decide what cours¢ to 
steer to answer Russia’s re- 
sumption of nuclear tests. 

“The United States need not— 
should not—set off nuclear 
blasts now simply to relieve its 
own feelings. It should, and 
President Kennedy wisely has 
so decided, continue to attend 
the sessions of the Geneva con- 
ference on a controlled test 
ban. If he also’ decides that to 
bring the case before the 
United Nations would concen- 
trate world opinion against the 
Soviet action, the country would 
support him. 

“But he doubtless realizes 
that in the rather amorphous 
General Assembly his charges 
might be overtaken by a flood 
of other and irrelevant issues. 
It is his responsibility to decide 
whether the U.N. is the proper 
forum for a debate on nuclear 
testing now. 

“It is also his responsibility-— 
as it has been all along—to de- 
termine the proper time for the 
resumption of American nu- 
clear tests, if that should be 
necessary.

Belgrade Conference 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The New 
York World Telegram attacked 
the uncommitted nations as 
morally weak and told them “if 
they prefer not to stick out 
their necks, they might at least 
withhold their sermons.’ 


“In the United Nations Gene- 
ral Assembly,” it said, “Yugo- 
siavia and the smaller countries 
have precisely the same 
number of votes as the United 


States — one, the question is 
what they do with it.” 
At the conference in Beél- 


grade, Tito “damned France for 
shedding irnocent civilian blood 
at Bizerte ... but as regards the 
Soviet resumption of nuclear 
testing, plus the threat to Ber- 
lin, Tito was discreetly silent. . 

“France is a relatively weak 
power, hence a safe target for 
Tito’s moral indignation. The 
Russians are big enough to hit 
back, hence they rate applica- 
tion of a separate code of mo- 
rails, 

“The so-called uncommitted 
nations have no military influ- 
ence because they lack military 
strength. They do not even 
have any moral influence pbe- 
cause they are just about as 
weak on morals. 

“Their policies are, with some 
exceptions, too obviously moti- 
vated by a desire to save their 
own hides at the expense of 
other peoples’ if necessary. 

“That is to be deplored but 
would not seern so despicable 
were it not for the sanctimoni- 
ous pitch they make in the U.N. 
and élsewhere, including the 
Belgrade conference. 

“The decision between dead 
hero and live coward is hard 
for anyone to make. The risk 
of martyrdom in defense of a 
principle is rare. But in all 
decency, if they prefer not to 
stick out their necks, they 
might at least withhold their 
sermons.” 


‘Far From Encouraging’ 


NEW YORK (AP)—The New 
York Times said the success or 
failure of the meeting of non- 
aligned nations in Belgrade 
hinged on their reaction to So- 
viet Russia's decision to resume | 
nuclear tests. 

In its editorial titled “Moscow 
Challenges Belgrade,” the Times 
said the nations represented at 
the conference were rot very 
strong militarily but they could 
claim influence on the interna- 
tional scene by the degree to 
which they identified them- 
selves as spokesmen for the as- 
pirations of the majority of 
humanity. 

“It must regretfully be said 
that the proceedings during the 
initial meeting in Belgrade were 
far from encouraging. Of the 
three opening speakers, Tito, 
Sukarno and Nasser, only the 
last spoke with anything re- 
motely like the required honesty 
in condemning the planned So- 
viet crime against all humanity. 

“The other two dodged the 
issue which they knew was in 
the mind of every person in 
their audience. President Sukar- 
no was particularly ehocking 
since that gentleman tound it 
possible in the same speech to 
come out with what was virtuai- 
ly a demand that the West bow 
in all respects to the Soviet 
‘solution’ for Berlin and Ger- 
many. 

“The Soviet calculation is 
very clear. It is a reckoning 
that the men meeting in Bei- 
grade will be so terrorized %V 
the awful weapons the Soviet 
Union claims to have that they 
will not dare—out of simple 
abject fear—to speak Out in con- 
demnation of what Moscow 
plans.”
